DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 

1 . In response to the previous Office action, a Final rejection (mailed on 
05/04/2009), Applicants filed a response and amendment received on 06/10/2009. 

Said amendment canceled Claims 16 and 22-27. Claims 15 and 17-20 are 
pending. 

1449 mailed out on 10/11/2006 has been updated by reciting the date of 
reference of Cheng et al. in 4th line on first page and copy of updated 1449 has been 
attached in the instant office action. 

Examiner's amendment to the Claims 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment shown below was given in a 
telephone interview with John Breen on 6 June 2009. 

Amend the claims filed on 06/10/2009 as follows: 

In claim 15, line 7, replace "the coding sequence of the 
recombinant kinase from Drosophila melanogaster" with a coding 
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sequence of the recombinant Drosophila melanogaster kinase from 
Drosophila melanogaster . 

In claim 15, last line, replace "expressing the Drosophila 

melanogaster" with expressing the recombinant Drosophila 

melanogaster . 

In Claim 20, replace "a temperature optimum" with an 

optimum kinase activity at a temperature . 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 15 and 17-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is drawn to a recombinant Drosophila melanogaster kinase 
encoded by the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 with said functional and/or 
process limitations as recited in Claims 15 and 17-20. 

In view of the examiner's amendment and cancellation of Claims 16, 22 and 23- 
27, the outstanding New Matter rejections (see pages 3-6 of the Final office action 
mailed on 5/4/2009) are withdrawn. The claimed recombinant Drosophila melanogaster 
kinase encoded by the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 is novel and different 
from the previously known Drosophila melanogaster kinase by Munch-Petersen et al. 
(1998, see page 5 of final office action, mailed on 5/15/2007) having Leu instead of Val 
at position 144 and having Gin instead of Asn at position 188. The claimed recombinant 
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Drosophila melanogaster kinase is novel and unobvious because the examiner can find 
no teaching or suggestion in the prior art of record to modify amino acids 144 and 188 
of the polypeptide of Munch-Peterson et al. The claimed recombinant Drosophila 
melanogaster kinase encoded by the SEQ ID NO: 1 is useful for synthesizing 
nucleoside monophosphates, for example, as shown in page 1 of instant specification.
